Mr. Werba said that all of the houses 
mentioned would play vaudeville during 
the month. The opening date for the Au- 
ditorium, Chicago, would be in the latter 
part, and a few others would not start 
at the commencement of the season, be- 
ing delayed a week or more for different 
reasons, but that sufficient houses were 
scheduled for Sept. 2 to take up all the 
bookings engaged for that date. 

If by any accident, said Mr. Werba, 
there should be a surplusage of acts for 
the first week, bills in the larger houses 
would be padded out temporarily to em- 
ploy them. 

The opening date for the New York 
Theatre is Aug. 26; the Majestic is ex- 
pected to have played out the standing 
engagements under the Shubert contracts 
by the middle of September. In an 
emergency, probably the West End in 
Harlem will be utilized for vaudeville for 
a time, and it is also cxpected that by 
the day the Auditorium, Chicago, throws 
open its doors, another house in that city, 
located within “the loop,” will have been 
ennounced. 

In Toronto, the new Shubert theatre 
will take care of the K. & E. attractions, 
-and in Detroit, a theatre will be used 
commencing with the season until the 
new house to be located within close 
range of the Temple shall have been com- 
pleted. The site has been purchased, but 
the adjoining plot is desired to allow of a 
house with a capacity approximating 
3,000. 

Speaking of. the discussion which has 
cropped up over the future policy of the 
Mary Anderson, Louisville, Mr, Werba re- 


marked that the lease carried no restric- 
tions 

Asked for a sample route which an act 
would travel, opening at the New York, 
Mr. Werba gave this itinerary of travel, 
calling attention to the larger cities whera 
an act could play from one to four weeks 
or more consecutively. 

Before an act could have toured the 
route, as laid out, there would be other 
theatres added, which. with the present 


“time, would give a route of over forty 


weeks, and more likely nearly fifty, added 
Mr. Werba.

ORGANIZATION IN READINESS. 


On August lst, when the corporate ex- 
istence of the United States Amusement 
Company commences, the organization for 
the operation of the Klaw & Erlanger 
vaudeville theatres will have been com- 
pleted, said an officer of the company this 
week. 

A suite of offices on the fifth floor of 
the New York Theatre building has been 
overhauled, and placed at the disposal of 
the vaudeville people. The former office 
of Louis F. Werba on that floor will be- 
come the Bureau of Information, and Mr. 
Werba will remove further down the hall, 
where he will have a private office. 


ADMIT PITTSBURG IS LOSING, — 
It was admitted by a representative of 
Klaw & Erlanger this week that the 
Nixon Theatre at Pittsburg was losing

money at present. 
of affairs was nothing unusual 
present weather. 

“Were we to lose $10,000 weekly in 
Pittsburg it would make no difference,” 
said the K. & E. man. “We intend to 
keep the house open, and while the pres- 
ent losses, which are not large, will not 
worry us at all, it will cause the aver- 
age to be lowered, but will not cause us 
a net loss on the Pittsburg season. 

“In Philadelphia: we are doing from 
$6,500 to $7,000 weekly at the Chestnut 
Street Opera House with the thermom- 
eter nearly at the century mark. That’s 
business. We cleared a profit on our 
four weeks’ engagement at Cleveland, al- 
though the last week fell off. 

“The Lycéum in Rochester 
under our management, so I am not per- 
mitted to speak of the receipts during 
the vaudeville given there. Don’t let any 
one tell you Klaw & Erlanger are dis- 
satisfied with any of their summer ven- 
tures. They did what no other manager 
in the country would have done—played 
vaudeville in hot weather as the van- 
guard of what was to come.”

Both are under contract to play in vaude- 
ville for K. & E. the coming season.

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BURLESQUE SITUATION IN PHILLY. 
Philadelphia, July 26. 

The summer stock burlesque season will 
céme to an end next week in this city 
when the Bijou, the last of the quartet of 
burlesque houses here, will ciose its doors 
and prepare for the coming season, which 
opens the middle of next month. 

With the exception of the time of the 
Elks’ convention, the Casino has _ been 
closed for several weeks. Work has been 
going on steadily ever since, renovating, 
painting and furnishing the house. The 
contractors have been pushing the work 
on the Gayety, formerly the Bon Ton, 
which will be the other Eastern Wheel 
house next season, taking the place of the 
Lyceum, which will be operated as a 
cheap vaudeville and moving picture show 
place. No manager has been selected for 
the Lyceum as yet, but the name of a 
well known burlesque man has been con- 
nected with it. A Mr. Walters of Buffalo 
will probably manage the Gayety for J. G. 
Jermon. 

The Trocadero will close a successful 
summer season this Saturday night. The 
house as usual enjoyed a big regular sea- 
son, and the business continued good dur- 
ing the several weeks of W. B. Watson’s 
stock company shows. It was announced 
in VARIETY two weeks ago that Floyd 
Lauman, formerly connected with this 
house, was to return to the employ of 
Whinpenny, and the impression got about 
that Fred Willson, who has successfully 
handled the theatre for some time, was to 
quit.

“Wine, Woman and Song” opened its 
season Monday night at the Casino, Long 
Branch, N. J. The entire house was sold 
out for the Monday and Tuesday’ per- 
formances, having been bought up and 
resold for the benefit of a New York 
hospital. The benefit was organized by 
wealthy New Yorkers summering at the 
watering place. 

Nat Carr was in the place filled last sea- 
son by his brother, Alexander Carr, who, 
after all will go out under the Shubert 
management with Blanche Ring in a new 
musical comedy, as reported by VARIETY 
some time ago. 

Mortimer M, Thiese says that he had 
Carr under a three years contract, but re- 
leased him lately. It develops that the 
sketch “The End of the World,” in which 
Carr made his big hit, is the property of 
Mr. Thiese, he having bought it from 
Aaron Hoffman, the author. 

Those who witnessed the Long Branch 
performance declare that Nat Carr gives 
a close impersonation of his brother and 
might easily have passed for the original 
in all except the first part, where his imi- 
tation of David Warfield was a bit rough 
and unconvincing.

CAUSES SMILES. 





Somebody Said Something in London, and the Papers 
Did the Rest. A. L. Erlanger’s Comment. 





Somebody said something in Paris on 
Tuesday last, and the New York “Herald” 
On Wednesday, 
talked again in London and the New York 
“Times” printed it. 


printed _ it. somebody 


There’s some excuse for the “Times,” 


but how the story that Percy G. Williams 
and Martin Beck, in Europe, could form 
an international vaudeville trust “passed” 
the censor of theatrical matter on the 
“Herald” caused almost as much wonder- 
ment as the story itself caused amuse- 
ment, 

The tale was to the effect that while 
Messrs, Williams and Beck, Morris Meyer- 
feld, Jr., president of the Orpheum Cir- 
cuit; H. B. Marinelli, the foreign agent; 
M. Ruez, a music hall manager of Paris, 
and F, Steiner, of the Wintergarden, Ber- 
lin, were together, they hatched up a 
scheme to control the booking industry 
of the world. 

Mr. Steiner was the only one of the 
party not indirectly connected with the 
United Booking Offices. Mr. Ruez is a 
Frenchman, who has just about safely 
passed through a period of financial de- 
pression, brought about by the Isolde 
Brothers of his home city. 

Mr. Ruez has the management of three 
or four houses in Paris, which play va 
riety shows booked by Mr. Marinelli. Mr. 
Marinelli books some acts also for the 
United Booking Offices, but he is only one 
of three foreign representatives of that 
agency. A Mr. Passpard was also men- 
tioned in the cables, but Mr. Passpard 
was undoubtedly awaiting some instruc- 
tions from Martin Beck about acts Mr. 
Beck had seen. 

Marinelli secured the exclusive book- 
ing privilege for the Ruez theatres by in- 
vesting $14,000 in the enterprises. At 
one time Mr. Marinelli viewed the invest- 


ment with regret. 


As well might the scheme have been 
given out at the local offices. Even with 
the “powerful” influence of Mr. Steiner, 
who can not secure an act to play his 
house without first delivering an iron- 
bound contract, if the artist knows his 
business, the story made no impression 
in New York. No one at the United 
Booking Offices would comment on it. 
One prominent manager there disclaimed 
having seen it. 

It was generally voted “bad stuff,” and 
following so closely upon the announce- 
ment of the $100,000,000 corporation of 
Klaw & Erlanger’s, which has not been 
accepted seriously, will lead many people 
to think that the vaudeville opposition in- 
tend fighting their battles by talks on 
monstrosities. 

At the offices of Klaw & Erlanger this 
week a representative of the United 
Amusement Company made the following 
statement: “Great merriment has been 
created by the announcement cabled from 
Paris to the ‘Herald’ that Martin Beck, 
Perey Williams, F. Steiner, H. B, Mar- 
inelli and M. Ruez, all of whom consti- 
tute a part of the agency known in this 


country as the United Booking Offices, 
had formed a big vaudeville trust. 

“The spokesman was Marinelli, an 
agent who had been ‘turned down’ by Klaw 
& Erlanger in this country. Marinelli 
wanted to be the exclusive booking repre- 
sentative of the United States Amusement 
Company abroad. Klaw & Erlanger re- 
plied to him, ‘If you have any good acts 
we will book them, but we are going to 
do business with every agent in Europe 
that has a big enough act.’ 

“This Paris meeting was most likely the 
result of the announcement made last 
week that William Morris, who individ- 
ually holds the same position in this coun- 
try as all the men mentioned combined 
do in Europe and this country, is going 
to open offices in London, Berlin and Paris 
with representatives to travel continental 
Europe, these agents to work in harmony 
with those already sent out and secured 
abroad by Klaw & Erlanger. 

“F. Steiner, one of the men mentioned, 
is the agent for the Winter Garden in 
Berlin. His brother, ‘Doc’ Steiner, holds 
a similar position with the United Book- 
ing Agency here. ‘Doc’ is said to be a 
very good story teller, and every time Mr. 
Albee feels downcast he sends for ‘Doc’ 
to tell him a few jokes. Marinelli is an 
agent in Europe along with such booking 
agents as Somers & Warner, Anger & 
Bauer, Percival Hyatt, Didcott & Co. and 
Sam Nathan. 

“He is an agent pure and simple. All 
those named derive their revenue by secur- 
ing engagements for actors who appear in 
vaudeville.” 

A. L. Erlanger, when seen on this sub- 
ject, said: “I have nothing to add to the 
statement I have already made to Variety 
that they have been dining and wining 
the wrong men. I make it a rule never 
to accept an invitation out to dinner in 
the summer time.” 

Levy Mayer, the attorney for Klaw & 
Erlanger, arrived in London this week, 
and announced that the firm held offers 
for several theatrical properties in 
Europe. He said if terms were arranged 
they would be purchased. 

In a daily paper on Wednesday Mr. 
Erlanger was reported as saying that an- 
other offer of amalgamation had _ been 
submitted by the other side. Mr. Erlan- 
ger confirmed this to a VARIETY represen- 
tative. At the offices of the United 
Booking Offices, it was absolutely and 
emphatically denied. 

EK. F. Albee, general manager of the 
agency, was out of town up to Thurs- 
day, and with Messrs. Beck and Williams 
abroad, it was pointed out that no one 
was left in the city on the day Mr. Er- 
langer mentioned (Monday) who was au- 
thorized to submit any proposition. 


Carver and Polard, who were with a 
musical show last season, have had over- 
tures made to them on behalf of the 
Shuberts for an engagement in one of the 
latter’s production for the coming winter. 


NEW HOUSE IN PROVIDENCE.

will operate and own it jointly with Sam 
Harris and Geo. M. Cohan. 


GOT BOOKINGS MIXED. 


Mason and Bart, the foreign acrobats, 
thought they were booked for the New 
York Roof this week. Upon calling at 
the office of Louis F. Werba in the the- 
atre last Monday, Mr. Werba informed 
the men he had no knowledge of the date. 

Messrs. Mason and Bart insisted they 
were engaged for this week, and Mr. 
Werba grew sarcastic in his comment on 
their attitude. They finally found them- 
selves in the office of William Morris, 
where they complained that Mr. Werba 
had “insulted and assaulted” them. 

P (“Pat”) J. Casey sent down for a 
fresh order of fried honey, and before 
Mason and Bart left Mr. Caseys sanc- 
tum, they were wondering how the idea 
that Mr. Werba was rude had entered 
their minds. It was a confusion. of book- 
ings, which has, it is understood, now 
been straightened out. 

Mr. Werba is peaceful, with the repu- 
tation of speaking harshly to no one ex- 
cepting cab drivers. 


AMERICAN’S 32 STORES. 

The American Music Company is now 
operating 32 stores throughout the coun- 
try where sheet music is sold over the 
counter. Most of the places are in de- 
partment houses. The company has an 
option on about 25 more locations, and 
will have 50 stores, in all, open by Jan- 
uary 1. 

The competition between the two com- 
binations of music publishers is bringing 
out some funny stories. One publisher on 
the other side of the fence informed the 
American Company that 10,000 copies of 
a number would cost 12% cents a copy. 
Hanging up the receiver the manager of 
the American Company sent over to a 
jobber, and secured the amount for eight 
cents each. 


PRODS AUDIENCES.

The building plot has a frontage of 
418 feet on Taylor avenue and runs 148 
feet on Delmar avenue and Morgan street.

AUSTRALIAN ARTISTS ORGANIZE. 
London, July 17. 

At Sidney, Australia, has been formed 
the Australian Artists’ Variety Associa- 
tion, and at Melbourne a like society with 
like initials save that here it is “Vaude- 
ville Association.” Eventual amalgama- 
tion with the English, Continental and 
American societies is hoped for, and this 
fourth link would pretty well complete 
the chain around the world. 

The Melbourne branch has 140 members 
and collected $310 at the first meeting. 
It has headquarters in the Eastern Ar- 
eade. The English card and stamp sys- 
tem is adopted; death dues one shilling. 
No president, but a chairman, as in Eng- 
land. Motto: “In all things fair; to every 
one just.” 

The semi-pro., who clerks daily and 
warbles songs nightly, is a warm issue in 
Australia. Sidney bars him; Melbourne 
allows one on a bill. Sidney bars pian- 
ists; Melbourne accepts wusicians of all 
kinds. Both cities seem very enthusiastic 
and the constantly visiting English pros. 
will look after the movement. Melbourne 
has voted Fred Russell, V. L. Granville 
and Arthur Carlton to be respectively 
first, second and third members of the 
new order, and besides granting life mem- 
bership, will present these English boys 
with gold medals. 

At Melbourne a big benefit was given 
the association at the National Amphi- 
theatre, loaned by James Brennan. There 
was a big show, advertised as “The abso- 
lute cream of the variety profession,” 


though one house withheld its cream 
pitcher. Before a packed audience this 


manager was smitten hip and thigh by 
Harry Clay, of the Standard Theatre. Mr. 
Clay said the letter sent by the high and 
mighty No, 1, who was noted for always 
looking after No, 1, was an insult to the 
artists to whom it was addressed. 

Would he mention the gentleman? 
(Voices—’Arry Rickards.) Oh, he _ per- 
ceived they had heard of him. (Laughter.) 
Well, this man Rickards wrote to the 
association saying that he only lent his 
artists in the cause of genuine charity. 
(Kiddem! Boo! Hoo! Uproar.) Was there 
any more deserving charity than the ob- 
jective of their association? (No! No!) 
The object was to assist their needy and 
distressed brother and sister artists. That 
did not appeal to Mr. Rickards; there 
was no cheap advertisement in_ it. 
(Laughter.) Harry was the whole hog on 
cheap advertisements. If there were’ a 
free advertisement he would lend his 
theatre and his artists and his musicians 
and his stage hands, and even his poor 
ballet girls. They’d do all the work, and 
the philanthropic Mr, Rickards would get 
the limelight, kudos and free advertise- 
ment to his heart’s content. 

These are only a few sample pin pricks 
of the various thrusts that were made at 
Mr. Rickards. He might do well to lend 
his artists next time. 


MAUDE EARL WITH EDWARDS.

The act 
presents a series of “Living Pictures,” the 
girls having a golden tint on for the cos- 
tuming. 

The manager, a Mr. Breneke, was much 
annoyed during the day through the ab- 
sence of two American girls whom he had 
engagéd to assist the three foreign young 
women. , 

Alex Steiner, of the United Booking 
Offices, was charged with the theft of the 
girls, and the allegation made that Mr. 
Steiner attempted to break up the act by 
inducing the young women to leave at the 
last moment. Only one was finally ab- 
sent, however, but a new girl had to be 
rehearsed late in the afternoon, and this, 
with other annoyances of a “trial,” 
worked on Mr. Breneke’s nerves. 

Mr. Steiner, when seen this week and 
asked if he had had any ulterior designs 
upon Breneke’s vaudeville offering, said 
the only interest he felt in “The Five 
Golden Graces” was to have Mr. Breneke 
return the money he (Steiner) had ex- 
pended on his account. Mr. Steiner said 
that an opening had been arranged for the 
act at one of the local K.-P. houses, 
after much persuasion by Breneke, and 
when the act should have appeared word 
was received that “The Graces” were in- 
disposed.

Through the arrangements made by Abe 
Jacobs, stage manager of the Majestic 
Theatre, Chicago, Jules Garrison, Carson 
and Willard, Sam Watson (of Watson’s 
Farmyard) I was removed to a hospital, 
paying $25 per week for private and 
special service. The above mentioned 
thought that it would be best to have me 
taken out of the County Hospital, which 
is a charitable institution, and put me 
where I could recover. 

I thank Curtis and Adams for their 
kindness. When I was first taken sick 
on July 4, I was found lying in‘an alley- 
way near the stage entrance of the Ma- 
jestic Theatre. Mark Adams was the 
only one who remained with me during 
that night of severe hemorrhages. I also 
thank Mr. Chas. Wilshin, of the William 
Morris office, and Mr. Finney, the swim- 
mer, for bringing me back to life when 
1 fainted four times in the lobby of the 
Sherman House. If it were not for Mr. 
Wilshin, I would not have lived to tell 
this tale; this was on Sunday night, 
July 7th. Chas, 8S. Hoey was too delicate 
to put a hand near a sick man. He 
thought more of having his hands in his 
pockets, smoking his cigarettes, and let- 
ting me suffer. 

When I was waiting to be taken away 
in the ambulance, Hoey went to the 
theatre to get his salary. I suppose the 
first remark he made when he got there 
was, “I guess I will have to get a new 
partner now.” I was dead before I died. 
When the ambulance arrived the last 
words he said were, “I will see your wife 
as soon as I get in Tuesday, and give her 
some money.” When he arrived he never 
made good. My wife did not know any- 
thing about it until Wednesday, a day 
after he was supposed to have told her. 
My wife went to find out from Mrs. Hoey 
why she did not receive any letter, and 
as she got to the door where Hoey lives, 
there sat Mr. Hoey enjoying the fresh 
air, instead of notifying my wife that I 
was very ill in the hospital. He never 
asked her if she needed any money, but 
she had to send a boy after it, which was 
about the end of the week; he then gave 
her $5. That’s Mr. Hoey; he is a good 
parody writer, but he is heartless. It 
seems it was too much for him to stay 
one day longer in Chicago, after I was 
taken to the hospital with a temperature 
of 103, when 106 means death. He left 
on the first train out Monday morning. 

I was ill treated from start to finish, 
since I started working with him, but I 
fell in, and I had to stick as I had hopes 
and trusted for everything, until Sept. 
2nd, when we would have started on the 
regular season’s time, and I expected to 
save a little money for my wife and baby. 

I am at the Michael Reese Hospital now. 
Many artists and others here have ten- 
dered their assistance in my _ behalf. 
Among them are Abe Jacobs, stage man- 
ager of the Majestic Theatre, Jules Gar- 
rison, Carson and Willard, Sam Watson, 
Charles Wilshin, Dixon and Anger, How- 
ard and Bland, Frank Wiesberg, Chicago 
representative of Variety, The Finneys, 
Lyman G. B. Glover, manager Majestic, 
Chicago. 

All friends wishing to write me can do 
so care Michael Reese Hospital, Chicago, 
Ill.

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THE OTHER SIDE 


By Bert Levy. 


(Bert Levy has recently reiurned from a tour of the vaudeville theatres all over the United 
States. He has played the large and small houses, met the conditions existing, and listened to 
the artists, large and small. Traveling over the circuits also in the representative capacity of a 
newspaper man, Mr. Levy was enabled to delve far into the managerial mind as it centered upon 
the actor A keen observer of the many points passing under his notice which have become ac- 


cepted facts to the steady player, Mr. Levy has consented to write a series of articles for 
VARIETY in a piain, siraightforward way, with the good and future welfare of the variety 
artist for the objective end. He will illustrate in this series the reasons which have caused the 
manager to believe the artist is his enemy, and the vaudevillian to arrive at a conviction that 


the manager is attempting to crush him. If Mr. 


Levy can inaugurate through this column the 


remedy for the faults commit-d by the unthinking artist, he will have accomplished a yast 
amount of good, and no doubt have promoted a better feeling between employer and employe.—ED.) 


I. started my vaudeville career with a 
heart full of pity for the pathetic side 
of my brother vaudevillian’s life. I 
formerly wrote “mushy” stuff about the 
poor man with a red nose and green 
whiskers who was compelled by an un- 
feeling management to stand in “one” for 
fifteen minutes twice a day and entertain 
a cold public. 

I wrote with tears in my eyes of the 
artist who, like the original wandering 
Hebrew traveled on and on and on, leav- 
ing his dear wife and children in some big 
city pining for his return, 

Oh! the sighs. I sighed for the poor 
strong man who lifted enormous weights 
every day—and Sundays—the veins 
standing out on his temples nigh to 
bursting, while the cold-blooded and bloat- 
ed manager stood in front in immaculate 
evening clothes counting the money. 


I’ve been in vaudeville just long enough 
to get the proper perspective, as it were, 
of my fellow artist, and oh! — 

I’ve been associated with “bills” just 
long enough to understand why men like 
Messrs. Albee, Beck, Murdock, Nash and 
all the big managers of vaudeville hide 
themselves behind dozens of _ porters, 
stenographers, clerks and have side doors 
near the elevator through which they can 
escape. 

There is nothing so aggressive as the 
“talking”? act or one who has come back 
from Superior, Wis., with a two-line news- 
paper paragraph in his vest pocket which 
tells of the hit he made in a_ ten-cent 
house. 

He waits in the ante-room for hours 
vowing to the crowd that Albee or Nash 
sent for him, or that Murdock is making 
out his route sheet. He will tell with 
marvellous detail of the conversation over 
the long-distance ’phone (New York and 
Superior) with the Keith people, and 
how he “turned them down.” Presently 
he is admitted through a glass door for a 
half-minute conversation with Mr. Steven- 
son. He returns to the waiting room all 
smiles and describes with rare eloquence 
how “KE. F.” and “John J.” (pet names 
for Albee and Murdock) forced him to 
“sign” for fear the opposition would grab 
him. He even describes, and minutely, 
too, the clothes Albee wore. 

In his enthusiasm of signing for three 
imaginary years he asks one or two of 
the boys—including myself—to drink. 
On our way out of the elevator eight 
stories below we bump into Mr. Albee 
and Mr. Murdock returning from the Hol- 
land House. 

A disagreeable type of artiste is the one 
who is “too virtuous to succeed.” She 
stands in the wings, with tears in her 
eyes and tells the rest of the bill that if 
she liked to give way to a certain man- 
ager (here her tears flow more freely) she 
could have the full stage at 9:30 instead 
of having to work in “one” at 6:35. She 
is the hysterical type that writes to the 


papers long letters about the horrors of 
the profession, and tells how impossible 
it is to be virtuous and succeed. As a 
rule, her personal appearance is her best 
protection. 


I have heard so many artistes speak 


with bated breath of a certain manager’s 


pursuit of them that I have came to the 
conclusion after careful calculation that 
he (the manager) must spend over 
twenty-three hours a day writing notes, 
giving suppers and automobiling after the 
show with the women while the other 
hour he devotes to his immense business 
interests. 


The big men of vaudeville have built 
their huge interests on the solid founda- 
tion of business principle. The woman 
who says that merit cannot succeed with 
these men is the worst kind of fabricator. 


A obnoxious dressing room type is the 
black-faced comedian with the baggy 
pants who is going to “bust up the cir- 
cuit.” Night after night he comes down 
to the dressing room after his act and 
tells the boys: “Gee! but I’m packing ’em 
in up there.” He is the anarchist of the 
profession. He tells us how he gave Ed 
Kohl his first chance in the business. 
“Say,” he will tell, ““Martin Beck used to 
be a waiter in a box house out West, and 
many the time he served me, and now 
I'm helping to make all these guys rich.” 

I’ve grown tired counting the many 
vaudevillians who used to sleep in the 
same tent with “Ed” Kohl when the man- 
ager was in the circus business. The aver- 
age artist to-day is his own enemy. The 
ery is for self-protection—most artists 
are looking for protection against some 
imaginary trouble. It never occurs to the 
rank and file of the profession to help to 
bring about the good feeling that should 
exist between manager and artist. I 
hold no brief for the manager. (Most 
artists who know me are aware that I 
am independent in my opinions and 
actions.) 

A few months ago crowds of vaudevil- 
lians stood about the street corners 
worrying themselves as to how much ex- 
tra money they should ask because Percy 
Williams had created opposition. But 
one night Williams went to dinner with 
a couple of Keith people and—well— 

One of these days, maybe, Abe Erlanger 
will have lunch with Kohl or Albee, and 
over the nuts and wine the artist will be 
forgotten. 

The average vaudevillian is a simple 
child of nature. A round of applause is 
the very spice of life to him, and he will 
swear by anything or anybody that he is 
receiving five hundred dollars a week, and 
that he is booked solid till 1911. 


One of the greatest pests to a manager 
is the artist who begs for a blank con- 
tract which he may fill in himself with an 
excessive salary. Its purpose is for ad- 
vertising, he will explain, but in reality 
the intention is to flash the bogus con-

Acting on this 
supposition, superinduced by the fictitious 
agreement he has read, the deserving art- 
ist is apt to make statements or remarks 
not calculated to raise him in the estima- 
tion of the manager. It is a pernicious 
practice, without financial” gain, and all 
things of this sort which might breed 
envy should be avoided, for the sake of the 
professional and brotherly spirit which 
should exist between artists—if it does not. 

In my next article I want to put be- 
fore my fellow artists a few facts about 
them as seen through the eyes of the 
manager.

authority for the statement that the 
show the coming season will be larger and 
better equipped than ever, with new 
costumes, scenery and effects. Meyers 
& Free are also sending on tour three 
companies of the new musical production 
“Toyland,” which was adapted from the 
German by Sam Morris, who used a 
version of it in vaudeville some time ago. 
The lyrics and music are by Harry New- 
ton and Hampton Durand. Among those 
engaged are Boyd and Yuill, Bert M.

The army of artists and acts available 
for vaudeville is enormous in the Middle 
West. This is invariably attributed to 
the numerous small theatres throughout 
the country. Their growth is unabated. 
With the advent of the cheap theatres, 
recruits from other branches of the the- 
atrical field became enrolled into one vast 
regiment of vaudevillians, with the result 
that there are apparently more artists de- 
pending on the provincial engagements 
than there are theatres to play them. 
While the majority of artists is unquestion- 
ably large in proportion to the theatres, 
judging from the “lay-offs,” the acts are 
handled by the various agents in the best 
manner possible, considering the fact that 
the system, if there is one, is crippled or 
lax. The artist who is booked to play 
at a certain house, and on his departure 
to fill the date receives a telegram or let- 
ter cancelling the week for some reason 
or other, though it may be justifiable 


from one party’s point of view, finds it very 
discouraging and the cause of loss of time 
and much inconvenience. There is no 
reason why the acts destined to play the 
small houses diverging from the booking 
office cannot be routed in the same system- 
atic manner as their more fortunate asso- 
ciates. It is not so much the number of 
weeks that causes discontent, as the im- 
pression that they are liable to be can- 
ceHed at any time, or their routes re- 
arranged. The fault is not entirely with 
the agents, who cater to the likes and 
dislikes of the managers in the small 
towns and are dictated to by them to an 
extent. The larger circuits of cheap the- 
atres with headquarters in Chicago are 
endeavoring to improve the situation, and 
when an act is canceled it is either by 
mutual consent or because the manager 
of the theatre decided to close down. 
There will be a system established to 
benefit the artists when the small house 
managers allow the booking agents more 
discretion, together with the positive 
agreement they are not to be cancelled 
or shifted without first giving both agent 
and artist reasonable cause and notice.

The 
show is an accurate reproduction of 
Jericho, with the historical characters in 
sumppuous raiments and gorgeous display 


of ancient revelry preceding the destruc- 
tion of the city. Many sensational fea- 
tures are introduced. The production is 
large, splendidly staged and elegantly sur- 
rounded. it is worth seeing several times. 
Thomas Preston Brooke and his band re- 
turned from the Jamestown Exposition 
and opened a two weeks’ engagement in 
the Shell pavilion. 





Ed. Giroux, a well-known circus advance 
man, has been engaged to do special bill- 
ing work for the Jamestown Exposition. 
Three cars have been placed at his dis- 
posal, and a route laid out under his di- 
rection to cover the territory included in 
a semi-circle eight hundred miles in diam- 
eter with the centre at Norfolk, Va. This 
cround will be covered as rapidly as pos- 
sible. The advertising end of the Exposi- 
tion has been handled rather casually up 
to date, but last week Stephen W.. Bolles, 
the advertising expert, who managed this 
department of the Buffalo Fair, has been 
put in charge. He ordered half a million 
sheets from the National Printing Com- 
pany, and the paper was shipped to Nor- 
folk Tuesday night. Giroux will handle 
the distribution of the bulk of this. Sam 
C. Haller, now director for the Miller 
Brothers “101 Ranch,” was first selected 
to direct the billing job. 


The California State Fair, with the 
National Irrigation Congress, will be in- 
teresting and important this year. All 
the States will be represented, and every 
State will send exhibits. The California 
State Fair and Western Stock Show is 
scheduled to open Sept. 7 and continue 
until the 14th. The agricultural and hor- 
ticultural section will open a week ear- 
lier, simultaneously with the Irrigation 
Congress. A. W. Paul is now arranging 
for exhibits. 


The Chattanooga Racing Association 
will have a meeting August 6, 7 and 9 
at Olympia Park. Chattanooga is a mem- 
ber of the Tennessee Fair and Racing 
Circuit and will open the season for the 
State on the same date, closing with the 
Nashville meet on Sept. 28. The Nash- 
ville circuit is a part of the Southern 
circuit, which provides fifteen weeks of 


continuous racing. 


A camping ground will be one of the 
features of the Minnesota State Fair this 
year. Secretary C. N. Cosgrove is re- 
sponsible for the innovation. A hand- 
some grove, with trees and lawns, ad- 
joining the main part of the grounds, 
covering about 40 acres, will be utilized 
for that purpose. 


The Inter-State Fair and Exposition 
to he given at Kansas City in Septem- 
ber will occupy more space than last 
year. The grounds adjoining the Elm 
Ridge race track are almost ready. About 
175 entries in the stake races and motor 
car racing are announced. 


Electric Park, a new amusement re- 
sort, midway between Houghton and 
Calumet, Mich., built by the Houghton 
County Street Railway Company, opened 
under the management of Frank Mayotte. 
The Calumet and Hecla Band, a local or- 
ganization, is the chief attraction.

Fifth Avenue (Sunday). 

At last a well balanced dramatic play- 
let verging upon the melodramatic with- 
out becoming maudlin, and acted with a 


‘fine judgment of values. Unfortunately 


the catch-as-catch-can program last Sun- 
day did not name the principals. A man 
and woman make up the cast. The scene 
shows a railroad station on a one-horse 
road. The sketch opens quietly. The 
operator, it is explained, has worked 
seventy hours at his key without relief. 
A substitute is being rushed to him. He 
falls asleep, only to be awakened by the 
ticking instrument which carries train 
orders. The wife wakes him up to re- 
ceive the message, but half crazed for 
want of sleep, he confuses instructions 
and sends two trains toward each other. 
This situation is worked up naturally to 
the point where the operator realizes 
that his mistake may cost many lives. 
He reaches for his revolver to pay the 
penalty by self destruction, but the wife 
begs that he kill her first. She suggests 
that there is a last chance that one of 
the trains is late. They will know at 
twelve o’clock. One of the trains must 
then pass unless it is destroyed. As the 
station clock points to the hour, the hus- 
band stands with his revolver to his wife’s 
head prepared to pull the trigger at the 
last stroke. The bell chimes eight times 
and the audience fairly gasps at the 
tenseness, when a_ far-away locomotive 
whistle announces that all is safe. The 
subject is sufficiently gruesome and 
thrilling without that bit of realism of 
pressing the revolver against the woman’s 
head, and this might well be avoided. 
The man also misses something at the 
opening in working up his point of great 
weariness. Where a_ sketch of rather 
sombre color is in demand “The Opera- 
tor” should have steady call, Rush. 


Pilar Morin, T. Tamamoto Company. 
Dramatic sketch.

T. Tamamoto is a native Japanese, 
quite as native as his name and as typ- 
ical in appearance. He has not a little 
ability as a straight actor as long as his 
scenes and lines are natural to his na- 
tionality, but when he begins to make 
love to the American girl in English of 
Johnsonian precision, the rather agree- 
able effect was lost. The Samurai is rich 
in dignified and picturesque tradition and 
should make a splendid subject for a 
dramatic sketch, but the introduction of 
the American girl and the utterly false 
and trashy love story makes the present 
vehicle of the trio cheap and false.

In his own country (India), Shekla, 
known as a “Hindoo Fakir,” must be a 
comedian. With a scant knowledge of 
English, acquired while playing in Eng- 
land, the Oriental is making lots of fun 
this week on his first appearance by his 
talk and antics. He keeps up a running 
comment, and may be directing his wife 
and boy, who are on the stage with him. 
Shekla is an exceptional conjurer, doing 
several tricks not before seen in this 
country, but the comedy of the act is 
quite as important. Mrs. Shekla alone is 
worth double the price of admission. 
Shekla says he married her when she was 
ten years of age. Her present age could 
not be guessed at. While on the stage, 
she is barefooted, and it seems that 
the only articles of clothing worn are a 
skirt and waist. Even with this light 
attire, Mrs. Shekla is careless, and the 
desire of the skirt to separate from the 
waist is given no notice by her. A _ boy 
about four years of age is the best look- 
ing of the family, all of whom are very 
dark. The act works on a bare stage, 
with a table. Were it properly dressed, 
with an Oriental interior, and had 
some style to it, Shekla would have be- 
come more important immediately. He 
is a big card for vaudeville, and could 
be made the drawing feature of a road 
company, for variety or the legitimate. 
There is no correct gauge to the time of 
each performance at Hammerstein’s. 
Shekla does what he wants to, and when 
he is through Mike Simons “rings down,” 
but Mr. Simons is never sure when the 
magician will stop. For interest and 
amusement, few foreign acts have equaled 
this Indian. A mistake at the opening 
was to have Shekla give the “basket” trick 
for the finish. It is a slow and cumber- 
some piece of business as performed by the 
Hindoo and his weighty wife.

Chummie LaMara came over from Lon- 
don for her first American appearance 
without a marked English accent, but the 
young woman brought over a new wrinkle 
in dressing for the vaudeville stage. 
Probably by this time eight or ten bur- 
lesque managers have decided that each 
will use the design “exclusively” for next 
season. Miss LeMara wears it after the 
second song. The costume is a_ silver 
embroidered decollete gown, overlaid 
with a black net covering. On the right 
side, from the waist down, the-skirt has a 
partly concealed opening, but the aperture 
is permanent. To meet the exigencies of 
sudden draughts, Miss LaMara’s lower 
limbs are encased in a nice looking pair 
of tights, or at least what could be seen 
had that appearance. Chummie isn’t ex- 
travagant in the display. Were she to 
throw one end of the skirt over her shoul- 
der for a Claude Duval effect, Chummie 
would be a stunning picture, according to 
all the information at hand. But she 
doesn’t, and she isn’t featuring the tights 


here, although that might have happened 
at the Oxford Music Hall in London, 
where the program says Chum came 
from. Another thing about Chum is that 
she sings two verses only of her songs. 
The usual English singer heretofore in- 
variably seemed to have learned the third 
verse first, and would cancel an engage- 
ment rather than forego the singing of it. 
Miss LaMara sang four songs, “What’s 
the Use of Waiting.” “You Can’t Do 
Without a Girl,” “Sailing in My Balloon” 
and “Swing Me Higher, Obadiah.” From 
those tights, one might imagine that 
Chummie would take a chance with the 
lyrics, but she really has the cleanest col- 
lection of selections of any foreign singer 
who has played on this side. Chummie 
looks good on the stage. The songs are 
not alarmingly catchy, but Chum man- 
ages to induce the audience to join in a 
couple. With a pleasing stage presence, 
it must be much gratification to Chum- 
mie to know she is making a big hit at 
Pastor’s. Tuesday evening, the audience 
applauded so vociferously that she was 
compelled to return before the footlights 
after the card for the next act had been 
placed, -an unusual occurrence at the 
Fourteenth street house. The gir] doesn’t 
try for comedy, and she is not likely to 
achieve the success some of her predeces- 
sors, but Chummie is all right.

The Twenty-third street house had a 
very large crowd on Monday evening, a 
warm night, and Harry Leonhardt, the 
manager, says in explanation, that he “has 
them coming both ways, from Brooklyn 
and Jersey.” 

Ziska and King are winning a good 
sized hit in a poor position. King has 
evolved some new and good comedy, while 
both are dressed in neat suits of red 
and green. Ziska has given up most of 
the “phony” French accent he so fluently 
used at one time, and without it he ap- 
pears to be an American Adonis instead 


of a foreign count. If Mr. Ziska would 
give a trifle more care to making up his 
eyes, he would be even more handsome, 
if that is possible. 

O’Hana San is fortunate in having an 
act which must have been written for 
the summertime. In one of the scenes in 
“The Geisha’s Dream,” O’Hana is delight- 
fully garbed in a colored light. Just be- 
fore she makes a shadowgraph of undress- 
ing herself, and it seems a little risque 
for a Keith theatre, although no one 
cares particularly about seeing Miss San 
or O’Hana San do the disrobing. There is 
enough descriptive matter on the program 
te cause “The Geisha’s Dream” to incline 
an audience to the belief it is a good act, 
but it isn’t. 

The hit of the show, and a great big 
one, was the Empire Comedy Four. They 
are billed as “America’s Funniest Quar- 
tet.” After the reception Monday even- 
ing, they are entitled to that caption. 
Whoever is laying out the comedy is 
using excellent judgment. The singing is 
still spoiled to a considerable degree by 
the first tenor. James Cunningham in a 
“Cissy” character, with Joe Jenny as the 
“Dutchman” handle the entire act between 
them, both doing first rate work, Cunning- 
ham especially, considering that generally 
everplayed role. 

Agnes Scott has written a singing act, 
hired Horace Wright to do the singing, 
gave it a special setting in a full stage, 
and then labeled the output a “one-act 
comedy” entitled “The Wall Between.” 
Were it not for Mr. Wright’s voice, the 
“Wall” would probably be between Miss 
Scott and vaudeville. She plays in the 
piece, and is valuable to the house from 
the high favor gained by her in stock 
work uptown. But there isn’t much use 
in having a “kid” act, without the “kids.” 
An ankle dress worn by Miss Scott causes 
her to look an ingenue, and obliges Wright 
to wear full length trousers. The piece 
is simplicity itself. Miss Scott as an au- 
thor is a rapid one. Nowhere except in 
vaudeville could she have the principals 
in the playlet become engaged for life 
in less than twenty minutes. A season’s 
engagement in vaudeville is seldom ar- 
ranged for as quickly. 

The only change in Stanley and Wil- 
son’s act was a cold, taken by Miss Wil- 
son (Sarah L. Cogswell). without tSanley 
knowing it. Miss Cogswell probably had 
to take the cold out of the sketches on 
Wednesday. They were offering 3 to 1 
at the theatre while the act was on 
that Stanley had never even changed the 
beans for the clarionet. But the laughs 
were just as many, and the act was as

UNION SQUARE. 

Hot weather seems to have no effect 
upon the size or enthusiasm of the Union 
Square audiences. This week with the 
thermometer standing at a discouraging 
height, the house was filled by eight 
o’clock, and half an hour later there were 
two rows of standees in the rear of the 


orchestra. And the show was not an 


especially attractive one. 


Nelson Milledge and Company and 
George Backus and Lisle Leigh (New 
Aets) were two talking comedy sketches 
placed rather too close together. Bedini 
and Arthur were a solid hit. The original 
blackface comedian of the pair is abroad, 
and this is practically the first time the 
act with the new boy has been seen in the 
Metropolis. Arthur is an excellent com- 
edian, following pretty closely the meth- 
ods and business of his predecessor. To all 
except those who know the act very well 
the change of comedians has made practi- 
cally no difference. Monday night the 
pair answered two curtain calls, 

The Bellclaire Brothers with their 
capital two high work filled an important 
place. The two keep to straight, clean 
acrobatics. They have a series of really 
striking feats with no dead wood in the 
act. Every move tells in a uniformly 
neat and smooth speciality. They do not 
use cabinet posing, although the men are 
both well enough developed, There is 
variety enough in the offering without 
the “statue” work, and the finish rounds 
off nicely for applause-getting purposes. 

Mason and Shannon were next to clos- 
ing. The act remains about as it has 
been given with the addition of new slang 
coinage, The Ellis-Nowlan troupe closed 
the show with fair acrobatics and knock- 
about comedy. The quintet come up to 
the requirments of speed, noise and 
motion called for in this position. 

Alice Hanson has given up her imitation 
of Elfie Fay in favor of a comedy bit as a 
tough girl, verging upon the Sis Hopkins. 
She used a popular comic song for re- 
peated laughs and with the agreeable ap- 
pearance and clever dancing of Gussie 
Nelson the act passed nicely. 

Paul Barnes made ’em laugh with a 
good line of talk. The monologue would 
be the better for a bit of touching up and 
an elimination or two, but for the most 
part it does not encroach upon the familiar 
themes and is consistent. The tramp 
dressing is clean, and matches Barnes’ 
rather quiet style. 

Kitty Johnson sings three songs. She 
is an agreeable looking young person with 
a pleasing voice and manner, and has a 
refreshing youthfulness that is most wel- 
come. As an early item she was enter- 
taining. 

R. P. Murphy and Blanche Andrews 
were on second. They have an old style 
talking and singing act that has little to 
recommend it except the girl’s singing. 
The talk was a bit flat, the points 
missing repeatedly. Murphy’s best speech 
was a running fire of baseball terms 
strung into a semblance of a story. 
Shakspearian play titles were used in the 
same way, and both got the usual ap- 
plause. The rest of the lines faélad to 
score, 

Gallando gave his familiar clay model- 
ling specialty, and Arthur and Lucille 
Carlton were also on the bill. Rush. 


PASTOR’S. 

There is a good and popular show at 
Pastor’s this week. One wouldn’t believe 
so much applause could be drawn from a 
house on these sultry evenings, but the 
Pastorites are loyal. 

An arrangement of programming brings 
Charles and Fanny Van on the stage 
shortly after Gilbert and Katen. Both 
acts sing parodies, but no damage is done. 
Andrew McLeod suffers the most injury 
from position. He is called “The Irish 


Minstrel,” and to live up to the title sings 
Jack Lorimer’s “Three Jolly Scotchmen,” 
announcing he has Mr. Lorimer’s permis- 
sion to do so, 

The Pastor audience is shifting about. 
It isn’t so long since that an “Irish act” 
became the veritable “riot” there, but now 
the house runs to Hebrew offerings, and 
an Italian number also stands an excel- 
lent chance through patriotism. 

Murray, Clayton and Drew are given 
the hardest position an act of like nature 
probably ever had. ‘It is travesty and 
singing, closing the show, but the trio do 
almost as well as though properly placed. 
This is a big mark in their favor. “Claude 
Melnotte Outdone” is the title of Murray, 
Clayton and Drew’s piece. It is a trav- 
esty with a singing finale by the two 
women which stood out like a beacon 
among the variety of voices on exhibition 
this week. The singing is nicely blended 
and the comedy of the early travesty is 
well done, although the humor is more in 
the action and dressing than dialogue. This 
portion could bear touching up. 

Leo Stevens and Lillian Keeley aré 
back with “Ain’t it Warm,” which Mr. 
Stevens might have omitted this time in 
view of the truth of the remark. His 
funny sneeze is still the support, aided by 
Miss Keeley’s good looks and handsome 
dress. Stevens ought to build up another 
act around this sneeze, possibly holding 
the burlesque, although that could be dis- 
pensed with. 

Mons. Herbert is still jumping around 
his dining table to play the musical in- 
struments. This week Burt Green, at the 
piano, is unable to hurry Mr. Herbert, 
thanks to an accident which cansed three 
of Mr. Green’s fingers to go under a 
In consequence the left hand is 
working on the keys short fingered. 

Fred Humes and Eva Lewis are putting 
up their neat comedy acrobatic act, im- 
proved somewhat and capable of. still 
further betterment. Eva Lewis is wear- 
ing a pretty knickerbocker suit for the 
finish, and she is a pretty girl. The 
“apple sauce” joke should receive its

notice; also the expectoration in the en-— 


core; this is always nasty, but the entire 
encore for that matter isn’t worth the 
effort. Miss Lewis ought to make up her 
mind that her hat is not so very im- 
portant, then she and Mr, Humes might 
come to an understanding as to whether 
they could not help the act by playing as 
“kids.”

METROPOLIS ROOF. 

A cool evening Wednesday did a good 
deal to lighten the burden of the mos- 
quito pest, but the private Hurtig & Sea- 
mon flock must have been busy earlier in 
the week, for Harry Thompson spoke of 
it feelingly in his monologue. An amateur 
number was worked into the show. 

Harry Pileer was another extra num- 
ber. Pileer comes pretty close to get- 
ting away with a single act in spite of 
his extreme youth. He has an altogether 
attractive stage presence, dances cleverly 
and sings rather well. His recent experi- 
ence at the head of several “girl acts” 
has taught him confidence and he carries 
himself with the assurance of a much 
older person. He was on early but his 
dancing won him a distinctly enthusiastic 
reception. 

Morton, Temple and Morton’ were 
scheduled to open the show, but for some 
unexplained reason were shifted to a 
later and more important position. The 
acrobatic and comedy sketch of the trio 
is almost without a redeeming grace. 
The acrobatics were simple and not too 
well executed, the talk was utterly vain 
and pointless and the comedy an unmiti- 
gated bore. The talk could all be dropped 
with profit and the best the outfit could 
do would be to depend upon faster acro- 
batics with a dash of knockabout. Their 
present efforts will never bring them any- 
where in polite vaudeville. Harry Thomp- 
son was easily the comedy hit of the 
show. He reminds one somewhat of 
Frank Bush in his excellent command of 
several dialects. His stories are new and 
pointed and there is a pleasing quality of 
kindly humor about all his work. He in- 
dulges not a little in “kidding,” but this 
is entertaining and entirely without 
offense. His New York stories were de- 
lightful and the closing yarn in which he 
pictured the emotions of two Irishmen 
who had wandered into a Yiddish theatre 
by mistake was greeted with solid and 
spontaneous laughter. 

Vic and Nettie Hyde make up a neat 
song and dance team. The girl dresses 
prettily in a little black princess frock 
and looks uncommonly well, while both 
have good, strong young voices, which 
are heard to good effect in harmony. The 
boy has an excellent voice for coon shout- 
ing, of which there could be more. The 
talk as usual is the least entertaining 
part of the offering. The Hydes should 
put themselves in skilled managerial 
hands. They could be trained to make 
a valuable act. 

Coakley and McBride are giving a very 
different act from that shown recently 
at Coney Island. Some of their talk 
would never pass the censor of a_bur- 
lesque wheel and the member who wears 
skirts has a quantity of disgusting busi- 
ness. So raw was the talk that the au- 
dience got to looking for double entendre 
and the points that passed their under- 
standing they accepted as having a shady 
meaning and laughed on faith. 

Marshall and King were a pretty and 
hard working “sister” team, with elabo- 
rate dressing and dancing above the or- 
dinary. Both girls are good to look at 


and made a bright spot in the show. The 
Luigi Picaro trio offer some good acro- 
batics, but their dressing is shabby and 
the routine badly handled.

The program credits Nat Fields, who is probably 
sponsor for the uninterrupted reign, with the

so consecutively that their intimacy with the 
regular patrons is absolute. The audiences seem 
to find enjoyment in the material created and 
discarded by Weber & Fields.

FOLLY (John A. Fennessy).—Either there is 
a scarcity of proper material or the waning sum- 
mer stock period has exhausted the supply. ‘‘Ful- 
gora Outdone,’’ apparently a staunch stock piece, 
which memory traces back to last summer and 
summer before, is awarded the opening piece.

ORPHEUM (Martin Beck, mgr.).—Week 14: 
But three of the acts were new. Of these Ben- 
jamin Chapin in his Lincoln playlet was the big 
feature and in many ways counterbalanced the 
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preponderance of holdovers, Mr, Chapin in the 
character of Lincoln came fully up to expecta- 
tions, but his playlet is marred in spots by the 
introduction of some very melodramatic matter 
that jars upon the popular conception of Lincoln. 
Willard Simms’ career as stock comedian at the 
old Tivoli here had familiarized us with his 
rough style of comedy and ‘‘Flinder’s Flat’’ was 
a farce that allowed full vent to his particular 
brand of fun making. The comic opera bits 
with which ihe closed were better suited to the 
ground floor delegation. His efforts were warmly 
welcomed throughout. Muller, Chum and Muller, 
hoop rollers, a high grade act of its kind, was 
able to arouse but ordinary interest. The hold- 
overs were Jack Wilson and company, Rose and 
Jeanette, Bert and Bertha Grant, Bernars Mani- 
kins and Anita Bartling. 

NATIONAL (Sid Grauman, mgr.).—Week 15: 
The unexpected closing of the Globe and the 
consequent displacement of a Sullivan-Considine 
combination which necessitated its re-distribution 
among the affiliated houses resulted in a very 
unsatisfying aggregation at the North Side 
house, over-balanced with impersonators and de- 
cidedly lacking in comedy. The best liked fea- 
ture of the program was Edmund Hayes’ sketcii, 
“The Wise Guy,’’ offered by Adele Palmer and 
company. The act as submitted is in great part 
‘ad Hb’’ with a line of gagging introduced to fill 
a void. Denny Mullen in the title role, while 
in no way comparing with Hayes’ standard in 
his delineation of the wise one, fits the char- 
acter creditably and does muca to win first honors 
for the act. Cooke and Clinton, women sharp- 
shooters, display considerable skill in rifle prac- 
tice, but offer nothing sensational in the way 
of feats, contenting themselves with the shatter- 
ing of glass balls from freak positions. With 
a xylophone as a target they attempt ‘‘Home, 
Sweet Home.’’ Fulgora and Herr Soana divided 
the honors as impersonators, the former scor- 
ing with his character work. His delineation of 
great men failed in many instances to coincide 
with the popular conception of the heroes, and 
his speaking part dispels the illusion entirely. 
Both acts lacked a suitable stage setting and 
suffered as a result. The demonstration of wire- 
less telegraphy by Captain Henry was uncon- 
vincing. An inspection by a committee from the 
front of the house would have done much to allay 
the suspicion of concealed wires. Delmore and 
Darrel, character change artists; James and 
Bonnie Farley, song and dance, and Fred Rus- 
sell, blackface comedian, completed the program. 

WIGWAM (Sam Harris, mgr.).—Week 15: 
H. V. Fitzgerald, in a protean sketch entitled 
‘Miss De Vere’s Diamonds,’’ was underscored. 
Acts of this kind are a rarity in this territory 
and proved more than acceptable. As is usual 
with the one man drama, there is little adher- 
ence to plot. There is clever construction shown, 
however, in the arrangement of the different 
characters, and the rapidity with which Fitz- 
gerald effected the changes kept the house upon 
the tiptoe of expectancy. The act registered an 
emphatic hit. ‘The Imperial Four open in what 
is presumed to be the interior of a stage dressing 
room. The house caught most of the shop talk 
and the singing numbers with which they closed 
won them an encore. Mr. and Mrs. Meegan 
opened the program with a creditable sketch 
written by Mrs. Meegan. There was originality 
in the plot and both people prove capable in its 
enactment. Tyson, Fenall and Tyson offered a 
singing and dancing act of merit. Ross and 
Vack, German comedians, convulsed the younger 
portion of the audience with rather disagreeable 
comedy business. They unload a batch of ma- 
terial that Kolb and Dill have worked to its finish 
hereabouts. Sunday’s dog and cat show does not 
compare with some of the animal] acts that have 
preceded it. The house failed to get many of 
the best bits. Medor, the statue dog, was the 
star of the troupe. Armento, an acrobat of the 
Mexican circus field, is new to this country 
(New Acts). 

EMPIRE’ (Wm. Weston, mgr.).—Week 15: 
The bill was of satisfying quality with Harry 
Lee in the top notch position. A laugh winning 
line of talk to fit his character of a Hebrew 
conductor, and a batch of good parodies brought 
forth demands for more. Gordon and Chacon, 
who opened the show, proved far above the 
average of the colored sketch team. The man is 
a natural comedian and has some new steps in 
his wooden shoe dancing. Dufree, harp soloist, 
was a delightful feature of the prograin and 
though appreciated, was denied his full reward 
owing to the fact that most of his selections 
were ‘‘above the heads’? of his auditors. Irene 
Lee and her sole Kandy Kid working before a 
special drop, were well liked and pressed the 
headliner closely for first honors. Both are clever 
dancers and their songs were new to us. There 
is a decidedly European atmosphere about the 
whirlwind dance offered by the Yalto Duo and 
they were the novelty feature of the bui. The 
man does most of the work and does it cleverly, 
showing many unique steps. ‘‘The Thoroughbred 
and the Lady,’’ offered by Harry O’Connor and 
Alice Saunders, was the closing number and 
though we have had better things from the pen 
of Horwitz, the playlet proved acceptable, suf- 
fering, no doubt, from a ‘‘cut’’? to reduce a long 
program.
